There are two characteristics I notice in things around me 
that influence my work. One is the surface of objects that show 
the passing of time such as rough edges, encrusted exteriors, 
cracks, and imperfections.

The success of my jewelry 
depends upon these influences working together along with the body, 
and the movements of the body,so that the piece can catch the viewer's 
attention, while at the same time draw them closer.
